Gallano has said he favors putting the issue before 
the voters so the council will have an understanding of 
voter sentiment over Caba’s removal from office. 

Councilor Pau! Trimboli, who voted to oust Caba on 
June 18th, has issued strong opposition to Gallano’s 
intent. 

"If we're suddenly going to open the door to allow 
the council to place individual town employees. jobs up 
for referendum at will, one way or smother, ! think we 
would be setting a very dangerous precedent, said 
Trimboli. 

“Vm also concerned that such tactics could be 
misued,” Trimboli added. “If we hada form of govern- 
ment where the people elected the head of this govern- 
ment, | would agree with Mr. Gallano’s intentions. But, . 
our charter clearly states that the council is responsible 
for both the hiring and termination of the town 
manager, and | will uphold the intent of this charter as | 
pledged when taking office.” 

Legal Ruling Probable 

Whether Caba’s removal comes before voters would 
seem to require a simple, eight-vote, majority of the 
council. Regardless of which way the council votes, a 
legal ruling on the matter from Town Solicitor Lambert 
Ollari seems likely.

$76,362. The council, however, chose to terminate 
Caba, instead. 

Should Caba’s termination process continue, the 
council will take final votes to remove him in mid-July. 
Should the referendum be placed before the voters, the 
council’s action to terminate him will likely be put on 
hold until the voters have spoken.

School Budget Cut

As the Town Council budget process had ended with 
the availability of $150,000 in freed funds (cut from the 
1984-85 municipal budget), to be coupled with any 
other uncommitted funds at the towns’ disposal, it may 
again be an opportune time for the council adopt a 
resolution supporting additional funding for 
Agawam's troubled school budget. 

While such a resolution would not bind the town, or 
the town manager to any appropriations for schools, as 
only the manager can recommend funding of budgets, 
it would serve two purposes. 

Express Its Concern 

First, the resolution would again give the council the 
opportunity to express its concern over the school 
budget cut of $329,000 by Town Manager Edward A. 
Caba before he was suspended by the council. 

When Caba initially announced the cut, council 

reaction was strongly against, and many councilors 
made public comments about how strongly they felt 
about maintaining the school budget: 
Second, the resolution would serve as a signal that 
the council intended all along to follow-through with 
its support for the schools, rather than just using the 
issue as a politically popular sounding board. 

Of course, giving the council the benefit of the doubt 
- théy have been preoccupied with the Caba wars, and 
perhaps, the school budget problems were shuttled in- 
to the background. 

Caba made many overtures’ about refunding the 
school budget, but he, too, become embroiled in the 
ugly snafu with the council over his stewardship and 
not much mention was made during those final days 
before his suspension. @ 

Agawam school’s have a funding level of $1,972 per 
pupil, while state averages held at $2,601. 

Town Lower Than Sister Communities 

Even compared to area communities participating in 
an education collaborative with Agawam, the town 
has far and away the lowest expense per pupil, with the 
collaborative average holding at $2,449. 

In a survey conducted in May by the Advertiser 
News, SAT results (Student Aptitude Test) from col-

Gasoline is about as 
dangerous indoors as a 
broken gas line - and for 
all the same reasons. 
How can use flam- 
mable liquids more safe- 
ly? First off, use them out 


doors whenever possible. . 


When you must use a 
flammable liquid indoors, 
open windows to prevent 
the buildup of dangerous 
vapor levels. Of course, 
never smoke while using 
flammable liquids - and 
take the time to remove 
any_ignition sources near- 
by - from space heaters to 
hot water tanks to simple 
light switches. 

Gasoline should be us- 
ed only in equipment 
which is designed to burn 
this fuel. Store gas only in 
approved red metal safety 
cans. Never refuel equip- 
ment such as chain saws 
and power mowers while 
they are hot. Shut-off the 
equipment and wait until 
parts become cool to the 
touch. 

If you use a kerosene 
heater indoors (a practice 
which many authorities 
strongly discourage), take 
care to use only 1K, water 
clear, kerosene. A 
kerosene heater filled 
with gasoline is literally a 
bomb waiting to go off. 

Using care with flam- 
mable liquids will result in 

greater safety for you, 
our family and your 
jome.

Osborne Column Gets 
More Anc More Attention 


To The Editor: 

|.am writing in order to comment on a recent column 
by Dr. William Osborn, in which he discussed the topic 
of homosexuality (May 17th, 1984). As a physician in 
adolescent health care, | have become increasingly in- 
terested in this topic. 

It is unfortunate that Dr. Osborne expresses his opi- 
nion as if it were based on fact. Instead, he perpetuates 
several old theories that have not held up under recent 
research evidence. Many of these old theories were 
based on samples of people seeking psychiatric care. 

Several recent studies of large numbers of healthy, 
well-adjusted homosexuals have shown these theories 
to be unfounded. Young boys and adolescents do not 
“choose” homosexual relationships because they are 
failures in the masculine world. Nor does an overly 
close relationship with mother and poor identification 
with father cause homosexuality. 

Perhaps the biggest myth about homosexuality is 
that a person clearly chooses one type of sexual rela- 
tionship over another. 

Instead, homosexuality represents a deep-seated 
physical and emotional attraction to partners of the 
sarne sex. This attachment evolves and develops as an 
integral part of a person’s sexuality - starting from the 
time of conception, continuing prenatally, and then 
further developing after birth and during early 
childhood. !t is during late childhood and adolescene 
that the individual becomes increasingly conscious of 
his or her underlying sexuality. 

Perhaps Dr. Osborn’s most factual statement is, ‘“We 
know far too little about the reasons why some people 
turn to their own sex for love and sexual satisfaction.” 

| might add that we also know far too little about the 
reasons why most people turn to the opposite sex for 
love and sexual satisfaction. What we are learning, 
though, is that the old theories are not holding up and 
what we are dealing with is an important and deep- 
seated aspect of human nature that relates to one of 
man’s and woman’s most basic needs - the need for 
human love and affection. 


| would hope that, as we learn more about both 

homosexual and heterosexual development, we can 

base our knowledge and feelings on fact and not myth 
or prejudice. 4 3

Oh, how Councilor Gallano’s tune about Mr. Caba 
has changed in four short years.

Headline: GALLANO SAYS HIRING CABA WOULD

violating the town charter if it appoints Acting Town, 
Manager Edward A. Caba as permanent manager, ac- 
cording to former Charter Commission Chairman An: 
drew Gallano. 

Gallano today claimed Caba is ineligible for the 
manager's post because he lacks the training aod 


educational experience required by the charter. The: 


charter stipulates that managers must be Vespecially 
qualified” for the position through education and train: 
ing, Gallano said. 4 

Gaba has a high schoo! diploma and has taken co}- 
lege fevel government courses, but is not a college 
graduate. Councilors supporting Caba have noted that 
the charter makes no reference to a college degree. 

They also claim his performance as temporary Gc- 
ting manager qualifies him for the permanent post. 
The council meets Monday to begin negotiations with 
Caba for the permanent post. A motion to hire him is 
expected at the session, according to council President 
Paul Fieldstad 

Caba, the town clerk who has served as acting 
manager since January 5th, reportedly has the support 
necess: ry to be hired. Gallano today said the council’s 
decisic « to hire Caba, after rejecting a group of 3} out- 
side c adidates, would be “highly improper.” He 
claime.. that councilors supporting Caba are trying to 
“éircuravent the charter’ ‘ by appointing a local can- 
didate, rather than searching for an outside candidate. 

“The whole thing is a charade,” Gallano said, “The 
council is going against the charter which is the con: 
stitution of the town, and they very well could be 
brought to court for it,” he added. ee 

Gallano said council President Paul Fieldstad was 
partly responsible for the ‘‘fiasco’’ of the six-month 
manager search. Fieldstad paved the way for Caba's 
consideration by appointing three pro-mayor Ccoun- 
cilors to the manager search committee, according to 
Gallano. The members were Donald Rheault, Robert 
DeForge, and Walter Kerr. oe 

Gallano said the search committee's negative report 
of top-rated manager prospect Curtis Olsen of Storrs, 
Connecticut, prompted the council to dismiss Olsen 
and consider Caba as its last alternative. : 
“Putting pro-mayor councilors on a committee to 
look for a manager is like hiring a fox to guard the 
chickens,” he said. “You can’t tell me that in this 
whole country, they can’t find someone qualified by 
education and experience to manage the town,” 
Gallano added. : 

“Vn not saying the council should never hire a local 
manager, but if they do, he should meet the re- 
quirements of the charter,” Gallano said.” 

Suffice to say, Councilor Gallano helped to sway the 
council from hiring Ed Caba back then. Manager 
Richard Bowen was then hired. After Bowen abruptly 
left the following summer, Mr. Gallano, facing a woe 
swell of residents supporting a mayor in the 198 
municipal elections, all of a sudden, just one year after 
this was printed, supported that Ed Caba was the man 
for the job. t 

lt was just a “simple matter of convenience.”

The Karate Kid: An Entertaining Tale 
Of An Underdog And His Mentor 


In the mid 1970s, director John G. Avildsen gave us 
lan Oscar-winning film about a second-rate boxer who 
enters the ring with the heavyweight champion of the 
world, That movie, of course, was Rocky, and it 
spawned two successful sequels and made Sylvester 
Stallone an international star. In his latest picture, The 
Karate Kid, Avildsen presents another engaging story 
which shows how a down-and-out character tries to 
overcome almost insurmountable odds. 

The Karate Kid deals with the trials and tribulations 
of Daniel Larusso (Ralph Macchio), a teenager from 
New Jersey who moves to California with his mother. 
He’s a friendly, easygoing person, and these positive 
qualities appeal to Ali (Elizabeth Shue), a girl he meets 
at a beach party. This young woman, however, used to 
date a jealous bully who can’t stand to see her with 


another male. 
Daniel Finds An Ally 

Although Daniel knows a few karate techniques and 
can defend himself from most people, Ali’s former 
boyfriend and his cronies hold black belts in this mar- 
tial art, Consequently, the kid from New Jersey is no 
match for these ruffians, and they try to injure him 
whenever they can. 

Fortunately, Daniel finds an ally in Mr. Miyagi 
(Noriyuki “Pat’’ Morita), the Japanese janitor who 
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works in his apartment building. 1 his meek, aging man 
seems incapable of harming an ant, but he’s actually a 
karate master with many years of experience. And see- 
ing that he considers Daniel a good kid, Miyagi is will- 
ing to teach him how to improve his fighting skills so 


that the teenager will be able to combat his tormentors™ 


in an upcoming karate tournament. 


The Karate Kid is an entertaining blend of the Rocky 
films and the television series Kung Fu. We see how 
Miyagi educates Daniel in the finer points of karate, 
but we also learn some Oriental philosophy and a bit of 
history on this particular martial art. What's more, the 
movie makes us respect karate and appreciate the 
work that it requires. 


The script’s major success, however, is the develop- 
ment of the main characters’ relationship. Daniel and 
Miyagi start out by fulfilling the roles of student and 
teacher, but they eventually become close friends who 
trust and admire each other. 

In-one scene, the youth says, ‘You're the best friend 
I've ever had,’ and the elder replies, ‘“You’re not so 
bad yourself.” If you haven’t seen the picture, Miyagi’s 
choice of words might seem too casual to be heartfelt, 
but the expression on his face conveys a sincerity 
which tells us that he’s truly fond of this boy. 


Unfortunately, The Karate Kid suffers from two 
flaws that dampen its overall impact. The film runs for 
approximately two hours, which is a bit long for a 
straightforward, uncomplicated plot such as this (if the 
length was shortened by 15 minutes or so, then the 
Pacing would have been greatly improved). 


The second problem with this movie is that too much 
time is spent on the puppy love subplot involving 
Daniel and Ali. These scenes entail the typical poor 
boy/rich girl situation, and they're so tedious and 
unoriginal that you'll find yourself counting the 
minutes until Mr. Miyagi comes on the screen once 
again.

Springfield College Offers 
Ten Summer Sport Schools 


“The total athlete is best described as one who 
Possesses the maturity to handle the emotional 
pressures of competition, who has developed the skills 
for high-level performance, and manifests the desire 
and determination to compete,’ according to Ray- 
mond R. Gilbert, Assistant Director of Athletics at Spr- 
ingfield College. 

As coordinator of Springfield College’s 10 Summer 
Sport Schools, Gilbert is busy preparing for the arrival 
of about 1,000 sports-minded youths ages 8-17 who 
are expected to participate beginning July 8th in one or 
more of the program’s 15 sessions, including profes- 
sional instruction in baseball, basketball, swimming, 
field hockey, gymnastics, soccer and athletic training. 

“Whether they realize it or not, the youngsters par- 
ticipating in our sports camps are laying the proper 
foundation at an early age on which they can continue 
to develop their athletic prowess,’’ said Gilbert. 

“Each school is designed to provide the young 
athlete with a greater understanding of the strategies 
and tactics involved in a particular sport. Youngsters 
will also increase their skill levels through drills, small 
group activities and actual game situations,” he said, 

Springfield College has offered the young athlete a 
variety of summer sport schools over the last 20 years. 
This year’s program has been expanded to include 
three new sessions in athletic training, girl’s basketball 
and youth soccer. 

“Athletic training was an important part of Spr- 


ingfield College’s physical education curriculum long - 


before it was recognized as a certified profession,” 
said Gilbert. ‘“Today, as more and more college-age 
students look with increasing interest toward a career 
in that field, SC’s Head Athletic Trainer Charles Red- 
mond has put together a school which will introduce 
yaungsters at an early age to the practical skills in 
athletic training.” 

The school, open to youngsters ages 12-17, will em- 
phasize strapping and wrapping techniques, injury 
recognition and emergency care skills, injury 
rehabilitation and'conditioning concepts. 

“With the increased visibility afforded to women’s 
sports in the last few years, it is only natural that Spr- 
ingfield College, the birthplace of basketball, should 
offer a separate school devoted to girl’s basketball,” 
said Gilbert. 

Dr. Michael Theulen, Head Women’s Varsity Basket: 
ball Coach, who was recently named Coach of the 
Year in the Northeast-8 Conference, will conduct an 
all-inclusive program of basketball instruction for girls 
ages 12-17 in skills, strategies, theory, conditioning, 
and simulated game situations. The school will be held 
July 29th through August 3rd. 

‘In addition to offering separate sessions on boys’ 
and girls’ soccer, Springfield College has scheduled a 
special program in youth soccer this summer,’’ added 
Gilbert. ‘The new school is in response to a growing 
need to provide instruction in the popular sport for 
beginners ages 8-12.’’ * 

Herb Zettl, Head Women’s Varsity Soccer Coach, 
will conduct the school which will cover all phases of 
the game, with special emphasis on basic fundamen- 
tals; Drills and simulated game situations will be held 
on both grass and synthetic surfaces. The program will 
run July 15th to 20th. 

Other Summer Sports Schools scheduled throughout 
the summer include: baseball, ages 9-12, July Ist to 
6th and ages 13-15, July 8th to 13th; boys’ basketball, 
ages 12-17, July 22nd to 27th; competitive swimming, 
ages 10-17, July 9th to 27th; gymnastics, ages 8-17, Ju- 
ly 22nd to 27th and July 29th to August 3rd; boys’ soc- 
cer, ages 12-17, July 29th to August 3rd; girls’ soccer, 
ages 13-17, July 22nd to 27th; and field hockey, ages 
12-17, August 5th to 10th and August 12th to 17th, 
both sessions which are closed to further registration. 

All sport schools with the exception of competitive 
swimming, which is open to commuters only, offer par- 
ticipants the opportunity to live on campus during the 
program, Residents will be housed in one of. the col- 
lege’s dormitories with 24-hour supervision by. the 
school director and staff. Meals will be served in the 
air-conditioned Cheney Hall on campus.
